Stephen Smith calculated a position for this corner in 1985, as shown on a legal survey on file as RSIDO000130. Smith’s calculated 
position varies 1.4 feet from the found mag spike. Doug Curry accepted the concrete witness monument to the east as the corner

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on a 2012 Bynum Fanyo survey recorded as Instrument Number 2012014862. Bynum Fanyo corrected the error on a 2018 plat 
by Doug Graham recorded as Instrument Number 2019005346. Graham did not find or set a monument at the Center % corner, 
but he called out the concrete monument as a witness. We did not find a record of a monument at this corner until Corey Allen’s 
2018 route survey recorded as Instrument Number 2018017170. From the Allen survey: “NE Cor., SW/ 4; Mag spike Set. This 
location was established based on the Sycamore Knolls Phase 3 plat location. This location varies approximately 0.5' to 
0.8' from various monuments from unrecorded surveys by Steven Archer (Faith Lutheron Church) and Paul | Cripe 
(Pizza/Bowden & Jesseph tracts) found in Mr. Archer's files. No previous monument was found on record. The estimated 
uncertainty in this corner as established is believed to be plus or minus 1 foot.”

Time Network (INCORS). Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to ground. Coordinate data was collected with a 
Javad Triumph LS Network Rover and a Sokkia Set 510 Total Station.
